The amendment to the claims filed on 5/3/10 is acknowledged and has been entered. 

The rejection of claims 8-12, 15-18, 20, 22, 26-30, 33-37, 40-43, 45, 47, 52-67 and 77-87 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description 
requirement, set forth in the previous Office action is withdrawn in view of applicant's 
arguments filed 5/3/10, where the supports for the new limitation have been found in the 
specification. 

The rejection of claims 16-18, 41-43, and 77-87 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention, set forth in the previous Office action is withdrawn in 
view of applicant's amendment filed 5/3/10. 

Claims 8-12, 15-18, 20, 22, 26-30, 33-37, 40-43, 45, 47, 52-67, and 77-87 are currently 
pending and are allowed.
